OPPORTUNITY NOW EXISTS TO COMPLETE THE NEGOTIATIONS

MAINING ISSUES: COMMUNICATIONS AND AIRBORNE RECON-

2. MIDDLE EAST DISINFORMATION EFFORT? 

ANOTHER APPARENTLY EORGED US DOCUMENT HAS SURFACED IN 
CAIRO. EOREIGN MINISTER FAHMY BELIEVES THE DOCUMENT, 

PURPORTEDLY THE SECRETARY'S REPORT TO THE PRESIDENT ON 
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HIS MIDDLE EAST TRIP AND HIGHLY UNFLATTERING TO EGYPT,

3. MESSAGE DELIVERED NUJOMA 

NEITHER EMBASSY LONDON NOR EMBASSY ALGIERS WAS ABLE TO

VICE PRESIDENT'S MEETING WITH PRIME MINISTER VORSTER, 

BUT EMBASSY TRIPOLI FINALLY SUCCEEDED IN LOCATING HIM 
AND PASSED THE MESSAGE. NUJOMA EXPRESSED HIS THANKS 
AND REPEATED HIS POSITION ON INDEPENDENCE FOR NAMIBIA.

4. NO LETUP IN PAKISTANI ANTI-US CAMPAIGN. 

EMBASSY ISLAMABAD FINDS THE PAKISTANI MEDIA CONTINUING

CONSIDERABLY LESS ENTHUSIASM IN THE INDEPENDENT URDU- 
LANGUAGE DAILIES THAN IN THE GOVERNMENT-CONTROLLED, 
ENGLISH-LANGUAGE PAKISTAN TIMES. (ISLAMABAD 4579,

5. ELEC THREAT TO CABINDA GULF. 

CABINDA LIBERATION FRONT (ELEC) FOREIGN RELATIONS CHIEF 
BORY HAS TOLD EMBASSY LISBON THAT ELEC CAN GRANT 
"NO FURTHER REPRIEVES" TO GULF OIL AND HAS DECIDED TO 
ATTACK ITS LAND-BASED INSTALLATIONS IN CABINDA. OFFSHORE
